“We are entering a forest..... @ 
KATYN 
by - Dr. E. R. Fields 


The Katyn massacre was a crime without parallel. At no other time 
in modern history has the leadership of a nation been deliberately 
marched to a secret slaughter. Here were decent, educated, family 
men who made up the elite of society - but were condemned to a cruel 
death simply because they were deemed, “politically unreliable.” 


They did not fit in with the planned “Communist State of Poland” 
envisioned by Stalin and his murderous cohorts. This book presents 
new information not available in any other book on Katyn. It is in 
three parts, the facts as known today, the photo evidence and the 
brazen lies made by the Soviet prosecutors against the Germans. 


The Soviets Seizure Of Eastern Poland 


The Nazi-Soviet Non-aggression Treaty was signed on Aug, 
23, 1939. It provided for the division of Poland with the eastern 
half going to the Soviet Union. Records show that 15,000 members 
of Poland’s elite officer corps were incarcerated in three POW 
camps, 4,404 at Kozielsk, 3,891 at Staroblesk and 6,287 at 
Ostachkov. After April, 1941 nothing was heard from them again. 
Letters to relatives back home suddenly ceased ! 

Germany invaded Russia on June 22, 1941. The Soviets 
immediately called for aid from the Polish government-in-exile in 
London. On July 30, 1941 the Soviets granted an amnesty and 
released some 100,000 Poles who had been imprisoned in slave 
labor camps. In December, 1941, Polish generals Sikorsky and 
Anders met with Stalin in Moscow. They presented him with a list 
of the additional “missing” men. They met with Russian Gen, 
Panfilov and Gen. Zhukov of the NK VD secret police. They asked 
for the release of the officers held in the three camps listed above 
The Soviets replied that they were unable to answer the question. 


Poland’s Leaders Search For The Missing Officers 


On. Sept. 20, 1941, Polish Ambassador Prof. Kot met with 
Deputy Commissar for Foreign Affairs, Andrei Vyshinsky. He 
asked: “While about 9,500 officers were taken prisoner in Poland 
and deported inside the USSR, there are only 2,000 in our army. 
What happened to the remaining 7,500 officers?” Vyshinsky 
replied that all had been released and these figures must be 
incorrect. Kot would report back to the Polish Government in Exile 
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in London: “We have tried everything to find them. If they had 
been handed over to the German POW camps, I could have 
understood it. It was not a question of a few dozen individuals 
missing, or say, seveal hundred, but not several thousand.” 


A second meeting between Kot and Foreign Minister Molotov 
occurred held on Oct. 14, 1941 and the subject inquired about 
again. Molotov replied: “We will deliver to you all the prisoners 
we have but we cannot hand over those who are not with us." Kot 
further pressed Molotov, “There are several parts of the Soviet 
territory where the amnesty has not been observed. Besides the 
officers, we are missing judges, public prosecutors and members 
of the police forces who have not been released.!" Molotov 
replied: “All Polish Citizens have been set free but owing to.a great 
shortage of transport and administrative difficulties in several 
districts they undoubtedly still remain in places where they have 
been living up to the present!" Molotov promised that they would 
continue to look for the prisoners, 


Ina fifth talk on Nov. 12, Vyshinsky told Kot: “/n my opinion 
all the officers have already been released. It is now only a matter 
of stating their whereabouts. Should anyone of them not yet have 
been set free, he certainly will be released. As far as Tam 
concerned, this problem no longer exists." 


Gen. Anders Meets With Stalin 


Gen. Anders, chief of the Polish Army in exile, met with Stalin 
and Molotov in Moscow on Dec. 3, 1941, The following is from 
recorded minutes: 

Anders: “Many of our most valuable people are still in labor 
camps and prisons.” 

Stalin: pretending to take notes, replies: “That is impossible 
because the amnesty applied to all and all Poles have been 
released. (Molotov nods in agreement.) 

Anders: “/ have with me a name-roll of about 4,000 officers 
who were forcibly deported and who are still in the prisons and 
labor camps and this list is not even complete as it contains only 
those names which could be listed form memory. So they have 
escaped?” 

Ande: 

Stalii 


“Where could they escape to?” 
“Well, to Manchuria.” 
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Anders: “All of them could not possibly have escaped. . .. The 
majority of the officers mentioned in this roll are personally 
known to me. My staff officers are there and commanders who 
served under me.” 

Stalin: “They have certainly been released but have not inal 
arrived. Please realize that the Soviet Government has no reason 
Jor detaining even one Pole.” 

Molotov: “Jt seems quite impossible that your people could 
still be in camps.” 

Anders: “But I can positively state that they are.” 

Stalin: “This will be settled. Special instructions will be issued 
to the executive authorities. You must take into consideration, 
however, that we are engaged in a war.” 

Gen. Anders was then told that his missing officers must be in 
labor camps in the Far North or East. 


Soviet Stalling Intensifies 


Moscow, Feb. 2, 1942, Gen Anders hands a memo to Soviet 
Gen, Rajchman, one of NKVD chief Beria’s closest assistants. 

“Though unable to give exact figures of all missing prisoners, 
we can assess with great accuracy the number of prisoner 's-of-war 
detained at Kozielsk, Starobielsk and Ostashkov at about 15,000 
including 8,700 officers. In our effort to build up the strength of 
our army, which is being formed in the south of the USSR in 
accordance with the agreement with Stalin, we greatly miss these 
men, as we have lost our best military experts and most 
distinguished commanding officers. This hampers the atmosphere 
of confidence and goodwill towards the USSR so indispensable for 
the development of normal relations between two armies allied in 
the struggle against the common foe.” 


The Last Request About The Missing Officers 


July 8, 1942, Polish Ambassador Kot met with Soviet Foreign 
Affairs Minister Vyshinsky bringing up the matter again: 
Vyshinsky: As to the detention of Poles in prisons or camps 
and forced labor camps, I must assure, Mr. Ambassador, that we 
have looked into the matter and have ascertained that they really 
are not there. There are no officers in the Far North, not in the Far 
East, nor anywhere else. Perhaps they are outside the USSR, 
perhaps some of them have died. All have been freed. Some were 
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In December, 1941, Polish Generals Anders and Sikorski hand Stalin 
a list of the missing officers. Behind Stalin is Molotov. They stall and 
pretend not to know their fate, promising an investigation. 


The remains of Gen. Smorawinski is identified 
with a bullet still lodged in his forehead. 
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released before our war with Germany, some afterwards.” 

Ambassador Kot: “As for the officers, I must tell you that it is 
precisely from Poland that I receive the largest number of 
enquiries from their families, who are extremely worried about 
their fate and their continued absence. Not one of them is there. If 
our prisoners have been freed, then please let me have a list of 
them and the date and place of their release. 

Vyshinsky: “Unfortunately, we have no such lists!” 


German Discovery of Grisly Massacre 


Radio Berlin, April 13, 1943, at 2:15 P.M. broadcast the 
shocking news: 

“A report has reached us from Smolensk to the effect that the local 
inhabitants have mentioned to the German authorities the existence of 
a place where mass executions had been carried out by the Bolsheviks 
and where 10,000 Polish officers have been murdered by the NKVD, At 
a forest called Katyn a terrible discovery was made. A ditch was found, 
28 meters long and 16 meters wide in which the bodies of 3,000 Polish 
officers were piled up in twelve layers. They were fully dressed in 
military uniforms, some were bound and all had pistol wounds in the 
back of their heads. 

“There will be no difficulty in identifying the bodies owing to their 
mummified state. The Russians had left on their bodies personal 
documents, It has been stated today that Gen. Smorawinski from Lubin 
has been found amongst the murdered officers, Previously, these 
officers were in a camp at Kozielsk. In March, 1940, they were brought 
in cattle freight-cars to Smolensk. Thence they were taken in trucks to 
Katyn and were murdered there by the Bolsheviks. The search for 
further pits is in progress. Correspondents of Norwegian newspapers 
were on the spot and were thus able to obtain direct evidence of the 
crime and immediately sent their dispatches to their papers in Oslo.” 


Radio Moscow immediately replied blaming the mass killings 
on the Germans: “These are Goebbels slanders and vile 
fabrications. He has launched a monstrous invention and is 
spreading the most unscrupulous and base lies in an attempt to 
cover-up their own crimes.” 

This would continue to be the Soviet line for which German 
leaders would be blamed at Nuremberg and up until 1992 when the 
last Soviet Prime Minister, Gorbachev, would admit that it was a 
crime of Stalin and his murderous ruling clique. 
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On April 12, two days after the Germans discovered the 
slaughter, Gen. Anders sent the following telegram to the Polish 
Minister of Defense in London: 

“I have long tried to find our soldiers. I always received 
evasive replies from the Soviet authorities. Gen .W. Sikorsky, when 
in Moscow, made a personal appeal to Stalin and received the 
answer that they had probably escaped. I sent people to search for 
them. In private conversations some high Soviet officials declared 
that a fatal mistake had been made. 

“News of this has reached us that other officers had been 
drowned in the Arctic Ocean in large barges deliberately sunk, A 
number of the names given by the German radio are on our card 
index. It has long been our conviction that none of them are still 
alive but that they were deliberately murdered. The German 
discovery has caused deep dismay among our men. We must insist 
on an official explanation from the Soviets, especially as our 
soldiers are convinced that the rest of our people in the USSR will 
also be exterminated.” 


Impartial Experts Examine Corpses 


April 16, 1943, the German Red Cross sent the following message 
to the headquarters of the International Red Cross in Geneva: 


“Reference the news published on the discovery of thousands of 
bodies of Polish officers in Katyn Forest. In view of international 
importance of the affair we regard the participation of the 
International Committee as very desirable, particularly in view of 
many cases of disappearance of persons in the USSR as reported 
by the German Red Cross, the Polish Red Cross and other bodies." 

Signed: Prince von Koburg, President of the German Red Cross 


The International Red Cross in Geneva replied that the matter 
would be taken up at their next meeting. However, due to Soviet 
objections the meeting never took place. 


April 21, 1943, the Russians attacked the Polish Government 
for drawing attention to the massacre. Pravda published an article 
titled, “Polish Collaboration With Hitler.” They charged that Gen. 
Sikorski was part of; “an enormous influence this pro-Hitler 
element has in Polish Government circles.” 
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The Soviet Union breaks relations with the Polish Government in 
Exile on April 26, 1943, with the following message: 


“Mr. Ambassador: The Soviet Government considers the recent 
behavior of the Polish Government as part of a slanderous 
campaign launched by the German Fascists in connection with the 
murder of the Polish officers which is being fanned in every way 
by the Polish official press. 

“Having committed a monstrous crime against the Polish 
officers, the Hitlerite authorities are now staging a farcical 
investigation staged by Hitler. This hostile campaign against the 
Soviet Union commenced simultaneously in the German and 
Polish press and is carried out by the enemy of the Allies - Hitler 
and the Polish Government. The Polish Government, in support of 
Hitler’s tyranny, have dealt a treacherous blow to the Soviet 
Union. 

“On the strength of the above, the Soviet Government has 
decided to sever relations with the :Polish Government. ”. 
Signed, V. Molotov, Foreign Minister of the USSR 


Allies Cover-up Soviet Atrocities 


Churchill’s government immediately went to work in support of 
Stalin’s claim that the Germans were the perpetrators. 


British Foreign Secretary, Anthony Eden, on May 4, 1943, addressed 
the House of Commons: 


“I wish to make a brief statement about the unfortunate 
difficulties between the Soviet and Polish Governments. This 
dispute permits the Nazi murderers of thousands to make use of. 
this story in an attempt to disrupt the unity of the Allies. Due to the 
appeal of the Poles to have the Red Cross investigate the German 
story, the Soviets felt compelled to interrupt relations with the 
Polish Government. 

“ His Majesty's Government have no wish to attribute blame 
Sor these events to anyone except the common enemy. We wish that 
the relations between the Soviet Union and Poland shall be 
restored on the basis of collaboration in spite of such difficulties. 
We are working in the closest consultation and collaboration with 
the Government of the United States.“ 


Roosevelt Quickly Backs Stalin 


The German Government had uncovered so much evidence by 
forensic specialists that the Allies knew without a doubt that the 
Soviets were the guilty party. However, Roosevelt had always been 
pro-communist ever since he was the first to recognize the Stalin 
dictatorship in 1933. Thus, he quickly backed Stalin’s story. 

It was well-known that Stalin was a mass murderer ever since he 
seized power. Roosevelt’s top aide was Harry Hopkins, who 
investigators even today still suspect was a secret Soviet agent. 


[n historian Thomas Fleming’s biography of Roosevelt on page 
300, he writes: “Harry Hopkins took the lead in dismissing the 
Poles as troublemakers who were endangering the alliance with 
Russia. He said their government in exile was controlled by ‘large 
landlords ' who feared the Russians would confiscate their estates 

“President Roosevelt was even more vehement. He considered 
the story Nazi propaganda and was furious with the Poles for 
demanding an investigation. Abandoned was any attempt to search 
for the truth. Elmer Davis, the nation’s top radio commentator, 
called the massacre story a classic example of the Big Lie 
propaganda technique of Hitler. 

“When Polish-American radio stations in Detroit and Buffalo 
began broadcasting the facts, Roosevelt's Federal 
Commmunications Conunission brusquely silenced them.” 


In London, Col. Henry Szymanski, (Polish), was a West Point 
graduate and Rooscvelt’s liaison officer to the Polish army in exile. 
They provided him with evidence including that L.P. Beria, the 
Jewish head of Stalin’s NKVD, had admitted to the crime. 


Col. Szymanski insisted on delivering the documents by hand to 
U.S. Army Intelligence because they contained, ‘too much 
dynamite to be forwarded through regular channels.” 

Roosevelt ordered that they be sent to a government warehouse 
outside Washington where they remained until after the war. They 
were eventually brought to light by a Congressional investigation 
of the Katyn massacre. 

In Istanbul, Turkey, U.S. Naval Lt. Commander, George 
Earle obtained the photographs and testimony of those experts the 
Germans brought to the grisly scene. He was convinced that the 
Soviets were guilty. Lt. Commander Earle requested a face-to-face 


talk with Roosevelt to show him the evidence. 
In London, Churchill had ordered a secret investigation by Sir 
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Owen O'Malley, ambassador to the Polish Government in exile. In 
June 1943, he submitted a massive report to the war cabinet which 
concluded that there was not a shadow of a doubt that the Soviets 
were guilty. O’Malley wrote, “They have broken apart the heads 
of the Polish officer-corps like cracking walnuts. The NKVD killers 
marched the Poles into the forest, shot them in the back of the head 
and shoved them into the huge graves. Up and down on the bodies 
the executioners tramped treading in the blood like butchers in a 
stock yard!" 

British Foreign Secretary, Anthony Eden, decided to 
circulate the report as top secret because; “the good name of 
England cannot be used to cover-up such an appalling crime.” 

One month later Churchill sent the report to Roosevelt. There 
was no response. Ten days later he sent it to Harry Hopkins and 
again - no reply. It was sent a third time and a White House aide 
confirmed that Roosevelt had read the report. 

Roosevelt ordered John E. Carter of his, “special intelligence 
team,” to make an investigation. Carter would tell Roosevelt that 
it looked as if the Russians were guilty. Roosevelt responded, “/t 
is probably true but I will pretend not to believe it.’ Cater told him 
that the Polish Government; “was fully justified in demanding that 
an impartial investigation of Katyn be held!" 

Both British and American officials agreed that the truth about 
Katyn must be suppressed, Four months later Churchill and 
Roosevelt would meet with Stalin in Tehran, Iran. The subject of 
Katyn was not brought up! 


Roosevelt worried about his being blamed for a cover-up until 
near the end of the war. On March 24, 1945, three weeks before his 
death, he sent the following message to Lt. Commander, George 
Earle; “J have noted with concern your plan to publish your 
unfavorable opinion of our alliance. I not only do not wish it, but 
I specifically forbid you to publish any information or opinion 
about an ally that you might have acquired while in office or in the 
service of the U.S. Navy." 


Roosevelt then transferred Earle to the remote island of Samoa! 

Two American POWs were taken by the Germans as observers to 
the Katyn site. They were Lt. Col. John H. Van Vliet and Capt. 
Donald B. Stewart. They witnesses the exhumations. 


After their release at war’s end Van Vliet wrote a full report to 
his superior, Gen. Birrell. He ordered him; “to remain silent on this 
matter.” His report has disappeared! 
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On April 26, 1943, the German government published a 330 
page report titled, “The Official Statement Concerning the 
Mass Murder at Katyn.” The document reads in part: 


“The first news of the mass graves of Katyn came from people living 
in the neighborhood. Excavation of the first grave commences on 
March 29, 1943. About 3,000 bodies were found in the first grave and 
600 identified. Diaries and notebooks found on the bodies ceased on 
dates between April 6 and April 20, 1940. Local witnesses all certified 
that since 1918 the hill had been generally known as a place of 
execution by the Cheka, (NKVD). In 1931 the hill had been surrounded 
by an enclosure. After 1940 it was also guarded by sentries and police 
dogs. 

“Ian Krivozertsey saw trains arriving every day for 28 days at the 
nearby station, A batch of 100 to 300 left by train each day. The trains 
were composed of 3 to 4 carriages with gratings over the windows. They 
appeared to be POWs in Polish uniforms. Their personal baggage was 
taken away from them and thrown into trucks, The prisoners were put 
in three prison buses and driven towards Katyn. Sometimes the prison 
buses repeated the journey between the railway station and Katyn ten 
times a day. From his house Krivozertsev could hear shots fired dail 

“The work of exhuming, examining and identifying the bodies of 
Polish officers came to an end on June 7, 1943, Bodies of Russian men 
and women executed as early ay 1925 had also been discovered. In every 
case, without exception, death was caused by a shot in the back of the 
neck. A majority af the Russians murdered appeared to be political 
prisoners. 

“The seven mass graves included 4,143 exhumed bodies, 2,815 had 
been identified based on identity cards, birth certificates and award 
presentations found on their bodies. All watches and rings had been 
removed. Their clothes left no doubt as to their being Polish officers, 
for instance, the long cavalry boots of a shape worn by Polish officers, 
The shootings took place immediately after their arrival. They were 
marched to the edge of the grave, shot and thrown in. Down in the grave 
NKVD workers arranged the bodies carefully, one on top of the other 
lengthways, to pack as many bodies into each grave as possible.” 


Findings Of The Examining Commission 


The German authorities summoned a voluntary commission 
composed of the leading representatives of European forensic 
medicine and criminology to the Katyn forest near Smolensk. Their 
official report, which was signed by all, in part states: 

“ Seven mass graves were opened. By April 30, 1943 some 982 
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corpses were exhumed. Of those, 70% were immediately identified. 
They were dug up prior to the arrival of the Commission and 
autopsies were performed by Prof. Buhtz and his co-workers. The 
largest mass grave held an estimated 2,500 bodies. The members 
of the Commission personally performed autopsies on nine copses 
while many specially chosen corpses were submitted to coroners 
inquest.” 


( Note: The Germans were able to exhume the bodies of 4,143 
Poles and identified by name, rank, etc., 2,815. )

Forensic Conclusions of Completed Examinations 


“The cause of death of all exhumed corpses is without exception 
a shot in the back of the head. Mostly single shorts in the nape of 
the neck, but in a few cases double shots. The entry wound leads 
through the bone in the back of the skull and into the cavity in 
which the spine terminates. The exit wound is usually in the area 
of the forehead. All victims were killed by pistol shots of a caliber 
of under 8mm, 

“As a result of the explosion of the skulls it is concluded that 
the victims were shot at point blank range by a practiced hand. In 
a few cases bayonet wounds in clothing and skin were noted in the 
back as the victim must have resisted being forced to the edge of 
the mass grave.

REPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL MEDICAL COMMISSION 


“A Commission consisting of the representatives from the 
Institutes of Forensic Medicine and Criminology of European 
Universities, as well as of other professors of medicine, conduc- 
ted a scientific examination of the mass-graves of Polish officers 
in Katyn Forest near Smolensk, between April 28 and 30, 1943. 

The Commission was composed of the following members:

(1) Buhtz, M.D. Professor of Forensic Medicine and Criminology at Breslau 
(Wroclaw) University, entrusted with the exhumation 
work at Katyn by the German High Command. 

(2) Costedoat Medical Inspector, attending the work of the Commission 
on behalf of the Head of the French Government. 
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“Corpses of Russian civilians who were killed much earlier 
were also exhumed. Their hands were bound like those of the 
Polish officers. Some must have been marched down into the grave 
on top of their comrades as one who was executed had the bullet 
exit into a another soldier under him This proves that many 
shootings took place inside the open graves. Nearly all corpses 
were found laying in the prone position, very close together or 
overlapping each other. In nearly all cases the legs are stretched 
out to make room for additional victims. 

“All were wearing winter clothing, furs, leather jackets, 
sweaters, heavy boots and typical Polish hats. Only a few of the 
corpses were not officers - one was a Catholic priest. No watches 
or rings were found. Precious metals were found only in a few 
hidden places on a few corpse. Lots of Polish bank notes were 
found. A few boxes of tobacco and cigarette holders were found 
engraved with the word, ‘Kocielsk’, the name of the last Soviet 
prison camp of the victims. Documents found with the corpses, 
diaries, correspondence, newspapers were all dated with the last 
one being April 22, 1940. 

“Seven mass grave sites of Polish officers in the forest of Katyn 
were researched by the Commission and 982 bodies were 
exhumed, partially autopsied and studied. Seventy percent have 
been identified. 


We are in complete agreement with the findings written in this 
transcript of the Polish officers. (Followed by 12 signatures.)

The Soviet Union invaded Poland on September 18, 1939. Thus, 
half of Poland was officially incorporated as a part of Russia in 
November, 1939. In other words, in the view of the Soviet 
leadership, Poland no longer existed, During this takeover 494,310 
prisoners were taken, both military and civilians. Some 85,000 
would soon be released, On Aug. 12, 1941 about 339,041 prisoners 
were granted amnesty. In 1942 about 119,000 were evacuated to 
Iran to join the Polish army being formed by Gen. Wladislav 
Anders to fight along side the Russians. 

However, the elite of Poland, military officers, educators, 
lawyers, political leaders etc., were still unaccounted for. 
A February, 1940 Soviet list of the captives were as follows:

The NKVD investigated each man and sought out his work 
qualifications and more importantly, his political views. They were 
separated as follows: 4,404 at Kozelsk, (Katyn), 3,891 at 
Starobelsk and 6,287 at Ostashkov. The non-military prisoners, 
who also would “disappear,” were sent to other unknown locations. 
The prisoners were asked how they felt about Eastern Poland being 
incorporated into Russia. The vast majority were opposed. 
However, about 400 were thought to be either pro-communist or 
had some skill which might be of benefit to the Soviets. They were 
removed to a different camp with improved conditions, 


NKVD head, L.P, Beria notified Stalin that should these 
prisoners be allowed to return to Poland they would become 
steadfast enemies of the Soviet occupation. 


A document labeled “Top Secret” and dated March 5, 
1940 has been discovered in Soviet files recently opened. It is 
from L.P. Beria and reads: 


To Comrade Stalin: In POW camps run by the NKVD and in 
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prisous in Western Ukraine and Belorussia there is currently a large 
number of former Polish army officers and intelligence services, former 
Polish political officials and members of Polish nationalist counter- 
revolutionary parties, members of unmasked rebel counter- 
revolutionary organizations, defectors and others, 

Recommend imposing on them the sentence of capital punishment 
- execution by shooting. 

Signed, L. Beria, Peoples’ Commissar for Internal Affairs 


Stalin is quoted as saying: “They are a dangerous element who 
Should be decapitated!” 

The document is signed by the following top Soviet officials 
writing, “Za,” or, “in favor!” 


Joseph Stalin, General Secretary 

Kliment Voroshilov, Defense Commissar 
A.I. Kikoyan, Politburo Secretary 

V.M. Molotov, Foreign Minister 

Lazar Kaganovich, Commissar of Industry 


NKVD Announces - “All Prisoners To Be Released !” 


Prof. S. Swianiewicz was one of the few who survived. He tells of 
the joy which filled the hearts of the men when told they were 
going to be freed and sent back to Poland. “We all cherished the 
hope that we would soon rejoin our loved ones back home. To see 
one’s wife once again, to hug our children, to spend a few days in 
the family circle. This brought consolation to every heart.” 


The officers were the first to board the train and cries of “God 
speed” was their send off by others eagerly awaiting their own 
transfer. For those left behind meals greatly improved which left 
a favorable impression. The first transport left Kozielsk on April 
3, 1940, consisting of about 300 officers. This was the average 
number on each succeeding train. At about 10 A.M. each morning 
Moscow would telephone with the next list of officers to leave. It 
was always a very long phone call. As soon as it was complete 
NKVD riflemen would rush through the camp rounding up those 
to board the next train. Camp Commissar Alexandrovich would 
say, “You'll go abroad, but not all of you.” One of my friends who 
was leaving stepped up to me and said, ‘What do you say now? I 
always said things would turn out well for us.'” 
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Everyone was in a cheerful mood. When generals, Minkiewicz, 
Smorawinski and Bohaterewicz were announced to leave, the 
Soviet authorities gave them a farewell dinner at their local club. 
I left the camp on April 26, 1940. The camp Commissar 
Dimidavitch came up to our group and said: ‘Well, yours was a 
lucky draw!" As it turned out we were one of the two groups to 
escape the Katyn slaughter! [ was the only one to travel on the train 
to Katyn and then pulled out of line at the last moment and placed 
in a guarded van. From the window I could see NKVD soldiers 
with fixed bayonets take about 30 prisoners at a time from the 
train. They boarded a bus. It drove off and in three-quarters of an 
hour returned for the next batch of prisoners. It was a black prison 
van without windows. It drove off and disappeared behind the 
trees, Why was a high-ranking NKVD officer there and it was 
obvious that they were taken only a few miles away? Why did they 


not march them there? I was then driven to a labor camp and in 
1941 released to join the Polish Army fighting with the Russians! 


The Last Bloodcurdling Moments Of The Victims ! 


Those who reached the death site must have been lined up and 
marched to the edge of the massive grave pits where they could gaze 
down on their comrades. They were then forced to their knees and 
shot in the back of the head. Below must have been NKVD workers 
who by hand stacked the bodies on top of one another in close 
positions so as to fill the mass grave before moving on to the next one 
already prepared. One can imagine the shock and terror of the men 
when they finally realized their fate. Some struggled, were bayoneted, 
had their coats tied over their heads, sawdust was thrust in the 
mouths of some prisoners who screamed before the murderous act 
was carried out ! 


One Famous Woman Is Executed 


It has recently been revealed that among the over 20,000 executed 
there was one woman. This was Lieutenant Janina Lewandowski of 
the Polish Air Force. She had gained fame by flying to the North Pole 
and back and set other aviation records. She was compared with 
America’s Amelia Earhart, who was the first women to fly across the 
Atlantic in 1932 and later non-stop from coast-to-coast. 

What type of assassin could have marched this woman to the edge 
of the mass grave where she could look down with horror upon her 
slaughtered friends and shoot her in the back of the head? 

It is beyond belief that even in the Soviet secret police there were 
people who could carry out such horrendous crimes! 
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Stalin announces he has solved the Katyn mystery with 
the trial and hanging of German officers ! 


After the war Stalin had professional counterfeiters prepare 
documents which they plant on the Polish officers’ bodies once again 
dug up at Katyn. They present such phony “documents” at 
Nuremberg in an attempt to blame those on trial. The Allies listen to 
such nonsense for a week before dropping the Katyn accusation 
without comment.

British MPs Speech of Nov. 6, 1952 


(Note: Sir Douglas Savory, a member of Parliament spoke before 
the House of Commons about Katyn stating that the Germans had a 
very distinguished commission of 12 experts from different countries 
while the Soviets only had Russian “investigators.” 


The only objection to Sir. Savory’s speech came from MP Sidney 
Silverman, a Jew, from East London. He asked: 


“Were these the same distinguished gentlemen who later inspected 
the camp at Auschwitz, where six million Jews were murdered and were 
unable to find anything?” 


it was the Soviet line that six million Jews had been gassed at 
Auschwitz. Sen. Elizabeth Dole, a few years ago, brought back from 
Moscow the Auschwitz death records. They show that a total of 
74,000 people died of all causes at Auschwitz during the entire war. 
Auschwitz and its satellite industrial sites constituted a large city! 


The Jews lost no time in defending the Soviet claims! 
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Nuremberg, 1945, the German leadership was tried for alleged war 
crimes. The Soviets spent an entire week presenting evidence that they 
were guilty of the Katyn massacre. The other Allied judges knew this. 
was an elaborate fabrication. It was omitted in the final verdicts. 

Thus, an outraged Stalin, held his own “Second Nuremberg Trial” 
in Moscow in February, 1946. Below are highlights of his case. 


Investigation of the Circumstances of the 
Shooting of Polish Prisoners of War in the Katyn 


Forest by the German Fascist Invaders 

The Special Commission for the examination and investigation of the 
circumstances of the shooting of Polish prisoners of war in the forest of 
Katyn (near Smolensk) by the German fascist invaders was formed by 
order of the Special State Commission to examine and investigate the 
atrocities of the fascist German invaders and their accomplices. 
in the presence of all members of the Special Commission and the forensic 
experts. A great number of corpses in Polish uniforms were discovered in 
the graves. According to the calculations of the forensic experts, the 
number of corpses amounts, in total, to 11,000. 

The forensic experts thoroughly examined the disinterred corpses and 
all objects and exhibits found in the graves and on the corpses. 

Simultaneous with the excavation of the graves and the examination 
of the corpses, the Special Commission carried out interrogations of the 
numerous witnesses and the local populace, whose testimonies precisely 
established the time and circumstances of the crime committed by the 
German occupiers, 

The following is clear from the testimonies of the witnesses: 


The Katyn Forest 


The Katyn forest was always a favourite holiday spot for the people of the 
city of Smolensk. Those who lived in the vicinity pastured their livestock 
in the Katyn forest and cut wood. There were no restrictions or prohibitions 
against entering the Katyn forest. 


This was the case in the Katyn forest until the outbreak of the war. 
The ‘Promstrachkasse’ combat engineers camp - which was only dissolved 
in July 1941 - was still located in the forest in the summer of 1941. 
Following the occupation of the city of Smolensk by the German invader, 
quite a different system prevailed in the Katyn forest. The forest began to 
be guarded by reinforced patrols, and numerous warning notices appeared, 
stating that all persons who entered the forest without special permits 
would be shot. 

Especially strictly guarded was that part of the Katyn forest known as 
‘Kosji Gori,’ as well as the region along the banks of the Dnjepr, where a 
summer house - rest centre for the NKWD offices at Smolensk - was 
located 700 metres from where the graves of the Polish prisoners of war 
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were discovered. After the arrival of the Germans, a German office was 
created at this location, called ‘the Staff of the Construction Battalion 537.’ 


Polish Prisoners of War in the Region of Smolensk 


The Special Commission has established that, prior to the conquest of the 
city of Smolensk by the German occupiers, Polish prisoners of war, officers 
and enlisted men, worked on the construction and repair of the highways 
in the west districts of the region. The Polish prisoners of war were housed 
in three camps, i.e., camp no. 1-ON, no, 2-ON, and no. 3-ON, which were 
located approximately 25-45 kilometres west of the city of Smolensk. 

It has been established, based on the testimony of witnesses and 
documentary proof, that the above named camps could not be evacuated in 
time due to the unfavourable conditions after the commencement of 
military operations. 

All Polish prisoners of war, some of the guard personnel, and the 

camp employees, fell, for this reason, into German captivity. 
‘That the Polish prisoners of war remained behind in the camps of the 
region of Smolensk was confirmed by the testimony of the numerous 
witnesscs, who had scen these Poles in the vicinity of the city of Smolensk 
in the carly months of the occupation until the month of September 1941. 


The witness DANILENKOW N.W., a farmer from the “‘Krasnaja 
Zarja’ collective farm and a member of the village council of Katyn, stated: 
“In the months of August-September 1941, when the Germans came, I met 
Poles working on the highway in groups of 15-20 men each.” Similar 
statements were made by the witnesses: 


The Shootings in the Katyn Forest 


The above mentioned ‘Staff of the Construction Battalion 537,’ located in 
the summer house at Kosji Gori, did no construction work. Its activity was 
carefully kept secret. What this ‘staff’ actually did was testified to by many 
witnesses, including the female witnesses: ALEKSEJAWA AM., 
MICHAILOWA 0.A., and KONACHOWSKAJA S.P., residents of the 
village of Borock of the village council of Katyn, 

Upon order of the German commandant of the settlement of Katyn, 
[transmitted] by the village eldest of the village of Borock, 
SOLDATENKOW W.J., they were sent to the summer house [of Kosji 
Gori] to serve ‘staff’ personnel. After arrival at Kosji Gori, a number of 
Tegulations relating to their behaviour were communicated to them through 
an interpreter. It was most severely prohibited to stray away from the 
summer house and into the forest, to enter rooms in the summer house 
without being asked and without the accompaniment of German soldiers, 
or to approach the region of the summer house during the night. Only one 
particular path to the workplace and back was permitted, and only then 
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Aleksejewa and Konachowskaja testified to the same effect. Aleksejewa, 
Michailowa, and Konachowskaja came to the firm conviction, after 
comparing their observations, that mass shootings of Polish prisoners of 
war were being carried out at the Kosji Gori country house in August and 
September 1941. The testimonies of Aleksejewa are confirmed by the 
testimony of her father Aleksejew Michail, to whom she reported her 
observations concerning the crimes being committed by the Germans at the 
country house in the autumn of 1941 while she was still working there. 

“For a long time she didn’t say a single word,” Aleksejew Michail 
testified, and continued: 


The testimony concerning the transport of Polish prisoners of war to Kosji 
Gori in small groups of 20-30 men under a guard of 5-7 German soldiers 
is made by other witnesses interrogated by the Special Commission: 
KISSELEW P.G., farmer from the Kosji Gori dairy farm; 
KRIWOSERZEW M.G., joiner from the station Krasnyi Bor in the Katyn 
forest: IWANOW S.W., ex-foreman at Gnesdowo station in the region of 


the Katyn forest, SAWWATEJEW I.W., duty officer at the same station; 
ALEKSEJEW M.A., president of the collective farm at the village of 
Borok; OGLOBLIN A.P., priest of the church of Kuprin, and others. 
These witnesses also heard shots resounding from the Kosji Gori 
forest. An especially great breakthrough for the investigation of the events 
at the Kosji Gori country house in the autumn of 1941 was provided by the 
professor of astronomy, Director BASILEWSKI B.W. 
Basilewski also told the Special Commission about his conversation with 
the Special Leader of the 7th Division of the German commander 
Hirschfeld, a Baltic German who spoke good Russian: 


“Hirschfeld cynically explained that the perniciousness and 
inferiority of the Poles had been historically proven, and that the 
reduction in Polish population figures would serve to fertilize the soil 
and provide a guarantee for the expansion of German living space. 

“In this connection, Hirschfeld bragged that nothing was left of 
the intelligentsia in Poland, since they had all been hanged, shot, or 
taken away to concentration camps,” 


The testimony of the witness Basilewski was confirmed by the witness, 
physics professor Jefimow J.E., interrogated by the Special Commission, to 


whom Basilewski told of his conversation with Menschagin in the autumn 
of 1941, 


Beginning of German Provocation 


In the winter of 1942-43, the general military situation changed 
fundamentally, and not in favour of the Germans. The military power of 
the Soviet Union was constantly increasing, and the alliance between the 
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Soviet Union with the Allies was strengthening. The Germans decided to 
initiate a provocation by taking the atrocities which they themselves had 
committed in the forest of Katyn and accusing the Soviet authorities of 
having committed them. They thus intended to divide the Russians and the 
Poles and wipe away the trace of their crime. 


In their search for ‘witnesses,’ the Germans did not stop at the above 
mentioned persons. They tried to find former NK WD employees and force 
them to make the perjured statements desired by the Germans. The 
Germans then arrested the former NK WD garage worker for the region of 
Smolensk, IGNATIUK E.L., and tried very hard, through threats and 
beatings, to force a statement out of him saying that he was not a garage 
worker, but a driver, and had personally driven the Polish prisoners of war 
to the location of the shootings. IGNATIUK E.L., born 1903, stated: 


“During my first interrogation by police chief ALFERTSCHIK, he 
accused me of anti-German slander activity, and asked me what my 
job was with the NKWD. I answered that I was employed in the 
NKWD office, region of Smolensk, as a worker. During the same 
interrogation, Alfertschik asked me to make a statement saying that 
was I employed in the NK WD office not as a worker, but as a driver. 
When Alfertschik failed to obtain the desired statement, he became 
enraged and tied me up, him and his adjutant, whom he addressed 
by the name ‘Schorsch,’ tying a rag around my head and mouth, they 
took down my pants, laid me on a table and beat me with rubber 
truncheons, They then called me to interrogation once again, and 
Alfertschik asked me to make the perjured statement that the Polish 
prisoners of war were shot in the Katyn forest in 1940 by the 
Bolsheviks, and that I knew all about it since I had driven the Polish 
officers to the Katyn forest and was present during the shootings. If 
T agreed to make such a statement, Alfertschik promised to release 
me from prison and give me a job in the police, where living 
conditions were very good; otherwise, he would have me shot. The 
last time, I was interrogated in the police station by the examining, 
magistrate ALEXANDROW, who, like Alfertschik, demanded the 
desired perjured statement from me, But I refused. 

“After this interrogation, they beat me repeatedly and brought 
me to the Gestapo. In the Gestapo, they demanded that I make the 
perjured statement about the shooting of the Polish officers in the 
Katyn forest in 1940, that it was done by the Soviets, and that as a 
driver I allegedly had to know all about it.” 


In the book published by the German Foreign Office, containing material 
falsified by the Germans on the ‘Katyn affair,’ the above mentioned 
KISSELEW P.G., among others, is presented as a ‘witness.’ The following 
persons are also cited as ‘witnesses’: 
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It has been proven that the Germans attempted to obtain the desired 
statements from other persons as well, including the former assistant 
director of Smolensk prison, KAWERSNEW N.S.; a worker in the same 
prison, KOWALEW W.G.; and others, by persuading, threatening and 
mistreating the above mentioned persons. Since the scarch for ‘witnesses’ 
failed to bear fruit, the Germans distributed the following leaflet in the 
neighbouring villages, an original of which is contained in the files of the 
Special Commission. 

The same notice was published in the newspaper ‘DER NEUE WEG’ 
no. 35 (157) of 6 May 1943, published by the Germans, in the city of 
Smolensk. 

That the Germans promised a reward for the desired testimony about 
the ‘Katyn affair’ was proven by the Special Commission through the 
interrogation of witnesses and residents of the city of Smolensk: 
SOKOLOWA 0O.E., PUSCHTSCHINA E.A., BYTSCHKOW J.J. 
BONDAREW G.T., USTINOW E.P., and many others. 


The Falsification of the Graves at Katyn 


Simultaneously to the search for ‘witnesses,’ the Germans began a 
corresponding falsification of the graves in the Katyn forest. They began to 
remove all documents dated later than April 1940, - i.e., originating from 
the time at which, according to the German provocative slanders, the Poles 
had been shot by the Bolsheviks - from the clothing of the Poles shot by the 
Germans, that is, all exhibits able to disprove these provocative slanders. 

The investigations of the Special Commission have proven that the 
Germans used approximately 500 Russian prisoners of war recruited from 
camp no. 126 for this purpose. The Special Commission has numerous 
witness testimonies at its disposal relating to this matter. 

Jegorow also told Moskowskaja that a group of prisoners of war 
working in the Katyn forest, in addition to digging up the bodies were 
further occupied with bringing corpses from other locations. The corpses 
transported to the Katyn forest were piled up in the graves, together with 
the corpses which had previously been dug up. 

The fact that a great number of corpses of persons shot by the 
Germans at other locations were transported to the graves at Katyn is also 
confirmed by the testimony of the mechanic SUCHATSCHEW. 

That the Germans transported corpses by truck to the Katyn forest 
was also stated by JAKOWLEW-SOKOLOW FLOR MAKSINOWITSCH, 
born 1886, former supply agent for the canteen of the Smolensk Trusts for 
dining rooms, and chief of the police district of Katyn during the German 
occupation. 

He reported that, in early April 1943, he personally observed four 
trucks covered with tarpaulins on which sat several men armed with 
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machine guns and weapons, turning off the highway into the Katyn forest. 
A strong stench of corpses was perceptible from the trucks. 

All the above mentioned eye-witness testimony permits the 
conclusion that the Germans also shot Poles at other locations. In bringing 
the corpses to the Katyn forest, the Germans pursued a triple objective: 
first, to wipe out all traces of their own crimes; second, to blame all their 
crimes on the Soviets, and third, to exaggerate the number of ‘victims of 
Bolshevism’ in the graves in the Katyn forest. 


‘Visits’ to the Graves at Katyn 


In April 1943, after the German invaders had finished all preparatory 
measures at the graves in the Katyn forest, they began a wide-spread 
agitation in the press and radio, attempting to blame the Soviets for the 
atrocities which they had themselves committed against the Polish 
prisoners of war. One of their methods of provocative agitation consisted 
of organizing ‘visits’ to the graves at Katyn by the residents of Smolensk 
and neighbouring areas, as well as by ‘delegations’ from the countries 
occupied by the German invaders and in a position of subservience to them. 

The Special Commission interrogated a number of witnesses who 
participated in the ‘visit’ to the graves at Katyn. 


German Attempts to Wipe Away the Traces of Their Crime 


The ‘visits’ organized by the Germans failed to achieve their aim, All 
persons who visited the graves became convinced that they were witnessing 
the gross and obvious provocation of the German fascists. 

Therefore measures were taken by the Germans to silence all 
doubters, 

The Special Commission interrogated a number of witnesses who 
have reported how the Germans persecuted persons who doubted the truth 
of the provocation or did not believe it. They were fired from their jobs, 
arrested, and threatened with shooting. The Commission has established 
two cases of shooting of persons who ‘couldn’t keep their mouths shut.’ 
This tactic of violence was carried out against the former German 
policeman SAGAINOW and against JEGOREW A.M., who participated in 
the excavations in the Katyn forest. 


Files of the Forensic Expert Commission 


The exhumation and forensic examination of the corpses of the Polish 
prisoners of war from the grounds of Kosji Gori in the Katyn forest, 15 
kilometres from the city of Smolensk, was carried out in the period from 16 
to 23 January 1944. The bodies of the Polish prisoners of war were buried 
in a common grave measuring 60 x 60 x 3 m, in addition to another grave 
Measuring 7 x 6 x 3.5 m. From the graves, 925 bodies were exhumed and 
examined. The exhumation and forensic examination of the bodies were 
carried out to determine the following: 
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The exterior and interior examination of the 925 bodies justifies the 
statement that the bodies exhibit gunshot wounds on the head and neck. In 
four cases, these are accompanied by damage to the skull caused by a hard, 
heavy object. In addition, some cases of injury to the abdomen, together 
with injuries to the head, were established. As a rule, there was one entry 
hole, more rarely two, in the back of the head near the nape of the neck, in 
the cavity in the nape of the neck, or the edge of the same cavity. In some 
cases, the entry wounds are on the back of the neck, at the height of the Ist, 
2nd, or 3rd cervical vertebra. Most frequently, the exit holes are in the 
forehead, but, more rarely, in the temple or crown of the head, or in the 
face or neck. In 27 cases, the bullets remained in the body (without exit 
holes). At the terminus of the entry wound channel, under the soft tissues 
of the skull or bones thereof, in the cerebral membranes, or in the cerebral 
matter, deformed, slightly deformed, or severely deformed jacketed bullets 
were discovered, such as are used as ammunition for sub-machine guns, 
mostly of 7.65 mm, The number of entry holes in the bones of the neck 
justifies the conclusion that, during the shooting, firearms of two different 
calibres were used, most frequently, of less than 8 mm, i.c., 7.65 mm or 
less; in a few cases, calibres of more than 8 mm, i.e., 9 mm, were used. 

The state of the fractures of the bones of the skull, and, in many cases, 
residues of gunpowder discovered on the exit holes or immediately close 
by, show that the shots were fired at point blank range, or very close range. 
The superimposition of the entry and exit holes shows that the holes must 
have been fired from behind when the head was bent down. The entry 
channel traversed vital parts of the brain, or immediately adjacent to these, 
so that the destruction of the tissues of the brain must have caused death. 


Based on the findings of the examination, the Forensic Medical 
Expert Commission has established that: 


1. The killings of the officer and non-commissioned officer prisoners of 
war took place by shooting; 


2. That the shootings took place during a period approximately 2 years ago, 
that is, in the months of September-December 1941; 


3. That the valuables and documents dating from 1941 and discovered by 
the Forensic Expert Commission in the articles of clothing on the bodies, 
are proof that the German fascist authorities failed to carry out a thorough 
examination of the bodies in the spring and summer. of 1943; the 
documents discovered prove that the shootings took place after the month 
of June 1941; 


4. That the Germans dissected only a very small number of the bodies of 
Polish prisoners of war in 1943; 
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5. That the manner and type of shooting of the Polish prisoners of war is 
identical with the shooting of peaceful Soviet citizens and Soviet prisoners 
of war. This type of shooting was practised by the German fascist 
authorities on a broad scale in the temporarily occupied regions of the 
USSR, including the cities of Smolensk, Orel, Kharkow, Krasnodar, and. 
Woronesch.

Final Terrifying Message From Katyn 


Polish Maj. D. Solski kept a diary right up until the very last 
minutes of his life. He secretly recorded these dreadful events in a 
small diary kept inside his coat pocket. When his body was finally 
discovered 3 years after the mass murders it was finally published. 
It was first translated from Polish to German in 1943 and just 
recently into English for our benefit. We are the first to publish these 
final words for American readers.

9.4, (April 9""), some minutes to 5 am we were woken up to be 
redistributed. We should be taken away in cars. What is next? 


9.4 (April 9"), five o’clock in the morning. From dawn on, the day not 
start good. We were loaded into prison-cars. In the compartments are 
watchmen. We are entering a forest. .. . Some sort of convalescent 
home. A summer convalescent home. 

(Note: This is the NK VD house at Katyn where the final search of 
the prisoners is made for any valuables.) 


Thorough examination. .... Watch, shows time 6:30 or 8:30. They 
are asking for wedding-rings. They take away Rubles, (Russian 
money), main passports and pocket knves! 


(Note: They are then led one at a time out the back door of the 
NKVD house to be executed at the edge of the mass graves!) 
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
